Otrr field commanders In South Viet Nam know their busine« « , 
Mejwtmrs he, and their true problem i< hardly known to the Amer­ 
ican public. This is the secret behind the scenes; While our bomb- 
tn*s occupv the news, the crux of the Marine and Army strategy is 
to avoid a trap. 
We’ve more than tripled our ground forces in South Met Nam 
in the pant « 9 days. Among all services nearly 47.000 armed .Ameri­ 
cans are ashore. More are en route. We

deepening seven harbors for transports, tankers 
and other logistic vessels. 
Yet the enemy we face is still mostly guerrillas. 
Wn Chi Mfnh's organized Viet Cong army of at least 
225.000 regular soldiers remains uncommitted. 
The ancient basic principles of war — the 
principle of the objective, the offensive, economy | 
of force, mobility, simplicity of plan, and surprise, 
surprise, surprise — have not changed. Ho (hi 
Minh has been fighting on his home ground for 
20 years and he has learned thetr application on that tricky terrain 
very soundly. 
The purpose of these principles is an oxer-all principle: What 
« strategists call “real estate*’ is not decisive. You must “destroy 
the enemy’s forces in being.*’ 
Wellington'« retreat at one stage of the Waterloo battle is a 
classic on this point. Robert E. U e 's skill in preserving his army 
for four years in spite of enormous losses of ground brings him 
Immortal strategic homage. The ancient over-all principle was like­ 
wise the key to Ho Chi Minh’s defeat of the French. 
Thus we're confronted by what strategists call “ parallel recon- 


ftructton.” 
The French war In Texas-size Indochina (now North and South 
Viet Nam, Laos. Cambodia) began in December. 1946. Originally, 
and for nearly six long years, the French fought Ho Chi Minh

This grew to cost France about $125 billion a year. In fact, 
nearly every Marshall Plan dollar we sent France was offset by the 
cost to France of the Indochina war. 
By the winter of 1952 Ho Chi Minh had organized and trained 
large regular forces In the rear that were not committed. This pro­ 
gram began Immediately after Red Chinese leader Mao Tse-tung 
returned to Peking from Moscow and met Ho Chi Minh there on 
February’ 21, 1950. 
Their labor gangs constructed a 200-mile railroad to 51 ao s 
border, and Mao lent Ho battle-hardened veterans of the Korean 
War to help create Ho’s regulars, who were held In reserve.
